Niauaha, Julv 20.—The 79tb anniversary 
of the battle of Lundy's Lauo was celebrat¬ 
ed on the battlefield near Niagara Testerdar.

Mow Lend Pencil* Are Made. 

Few people uro awaro of the difficul¬ 
ties that were surmounted in tho manu¬ 
facture of tho common lead pencil. In 
file first place tho graphite of which It 
is made is rarely found sufficiently ho¬ 
mogenous to allow pencil lead to bo cut 
from it, so it is always ground to pow¬ 
der and then pressed into blocks. The 
great difficulty wus to press tho blocks 
until the gruphito was hArfl enough to 
use, and for many years every effort in 
this direction was defeated by tho crum¬ 
bly nature of tho material. Finally u 
device was employed that exhuustod the 
air, after which tho blocks were again 
prossed, and when this was dffnethc ma¬ 
terial was found to bo us hard as when 
takeu from tho quarry. But thousands 
upon thousands of dollars were spent in 
experiments beforo tho result was reach¬ 
ed.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

at Gilford, a few mllss south of Barrie. He 
came to tho Northwest in corHequence of 
his soasdn-laws removing here, and ob¬ 
tained employment on tho C P.R. at 
Shelly. Seven months ago his wife died 
and Wilson-eiuco that time has not been 
his former self. He was in easy circum¬ 
stances. owning ahouso and lot at Shelly, 
and of late hadnot done muoh work. 

At 10 o’clok on Friday he waa last seen 
alive by bis friends. At that hour b» paid 
William Pritty an $11 account, and it w»» 
noticed that he carried a good-sued roll of 
bills contained in a leather purs* fastened 
by a clasp. Wilson saw Pritty off on the 
train anu was not under ths influence of 
liquor. 

Shortly before midnight Detective Mc¬ 
Kenzie, in walking across the yard in the 
rear of the Albert Hall block, corner of 
Main and Market-streets, stumbled over 
the body of a man lying on his face near 
iho middle of the yard. At first he sup¬ 
posed the man to be intoxicated, but £3 
attempting to arouse him discovered by the 
stata pf the Vody that he was either dead 
or suffering from some disease which causes 
the body to assume the appfarance of death. 
He investigated with a light and at once 
informed the polioe. The body was soon 
identified as that of Wilson. 

On the body there was no sign of vio¬ 
lence, and but for oartain suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances the case would nave been 
thought to be one of death from fit or 
apoplexy, er other natural cause. The 
snspioious oiroufnstanoes were that the. left 
trousers poekef was found turned inside 
out, and his watoh was missing, a portion 
of the broken chain being found near where 
Deteothre Mackenzie first found the body.

Not only 
have the great English and Irish brew¬ 
ers ami distillers beem made peers, but 
a blue book recently issued by the 
imperial parliament shows that the 
number of “ drink shops ” owned by 
members of the House of Lords is 
1,'vM). The Earl of Derby, our late 
Governor-General, is the proprietor of 
seventy two such shops. Next comes 
t ie Duke of Bedford with eighteen, the 
Duke of Devonshire with forty-seven, 
tho Duke of Rutland with thirty-seven, 
the Earl of Dudley with thirty-five, 
the Duke of Portland with thirty-four, 
and the Duke of Northumberland with 
tho same number. 

It was a maxim of tho late M. 
Thiers (somewhat discredited before 
his death ) that the world is at peace 
when France is satislied. At the 
prese.it moment it i* hard to make out 
Irom the Paris newspapers whethei 
Franco is satislied or not. Siam has 
acceded to all of hor demands, but it 
seems that it now requires guarantees. 
She has the country in her grasp—that 
:s she has all the guarantees tint Siam 
could give, but this is not sufficient. 
Tho trillli probably is that Franco is 
nettled because England had something 
to say about the blockade. What 
England did sav is not publicly 
known, but that she should say any¬ 
thing is intolerab’e to tho Figaro, the 
Voltaire, and the frequenters of tho 
cafes, the light-headed people who 
rushed into Bismarck’s trap in 1.S70, 
from which they were ransomed by 
rive milliards and two provinces. The 
Government will probably come out of 
tho Siamese difficulty with some 
plunder and with what will pass at 
lomo for a triumph of French diplo¬ 
macy, but according to present appear- 
anccs it will have earned tho ill will of 
Great Britain. This appears to ho the 
opinion of German}', which already 
speculates on this addition to her cap¬ 
ital in the next European turmoil.

Modern Kduraf Inmof Children.

From this point of view 
education is conceived of as a natural 
process extending from tho cradle to tlio 
grave, with nature as tho chief tes!ch* r 
and tho mother ns the first assistant, 
whose work is carried on by the school# 
and the experiences of life. 

In this natural process of education, 
ideas come before expressions, whether 
tho idea be the child’s first conception of 
color and form or the profoumlest ab¬ 
straction of a philosopher, and its prin¬ 
ciples aryjherefore applicable to educa 
tion in all grades from tlio kindergarten 
to tho university.—Professor William M-

In tho year 1754 tho Behring explor¬ 
ers discovered giguntic species of ry- 
tina\ or “northern sea cow.” Tlicso 
enormous munatecs wero similar in gen¬ 
eral lmbits to tin wo of the South Ameri¬ 
can coast and wero from 20 to 30 feet in 
length and from 10 to 20 feet in girth. 
They wero very stupid, harmless beusts, 
and lived by browsing on seaweeds nml 
other marine growths near the land. The 
sailors were not slow in finding out that 
a sea row steak l>eat seal meat “all hol¬ 
low.” From 1754 if ;til 1708 they wero 
the principle food of tho sailors and ex¬ 
plorers on our western coast. This be¬ 
ing tho case, it is not at all surprising 
that the northern soa cow', never a very 
numerous species, should become ex¬ 
tinct in the short spaco of 14 years. The 
last of tlio giant manatees was killed in 
Soptemlterj 1768, a few months less than 
14 years after tho discovery of the first 
one.— St. Louis Republic.

1 England And France Come to an Agree 
ment Regarding tlie Neutral / one—A 
Senil-Oftirtnl Mntenieut From Furls ns 
to the Outcome of tlie Trouble. 

London, Aug. 2.— The I)ailv News says: 
“The latest news from Bangltok ia very 
serious, biam having accepted the Ftouch 
terms', France's persistence in coercive 
meaHures will be equivalent to an unprovok¬ 
ed declaration of war, if not an open de¬ 
mand for the cession of Siam. The British 
Foreign Oflice has never been in abler rr 
firmer hands than now. We have no desire 
to attack France, but while Lord Rose¬ 
bery made up hia mind from the first 
not to assist or encourage the Siamese, 
he was equally determined, with the full 
approval of his colleagues, to protect the 
commercial rights of his own countrymen. 
Ho distinctly warned Franco that British 
vessels could not be Btopped. It is ciuito 
impossible for Great Riitain to withdraw 
the ships she sent to Bangkok for protec¬ 
tive purposes. We cannot be accused of 
inciting public feeling agaidat Franco, but 
moderation is one thing, weakness another. 

fays It Is Nettled. 

London, Aug. 2. —The Standard this 
morning again affirms that owing to the 
representations n.udo !o M. Develle, the 
Foreign Minister, by Lord Dufletin, tho 
British Ambassador to France, the question 
! of a neutral zone between the French pus- 
: sessions in tho Siamese peninsula and 
British Burmah and the Shan States has 
been settled satisfactorily, oml that it has 
been agreed that the French blockado of 
the Siamese coast shall be raised imme¬ 
diately. Reports of similar purport appear 
to-day in The Times and Post. 


Discussing the Ti rmi. 

London, Aug. 2.—A despatch from Paris 
states that Lord DufTerin, the British Am¬ 
bassador to France, and M. Devcllla, the 
Foreign Minister, at their intorview yester¬ 
day merely amplified tho papers that had 
already been prepared for signature. 

Enquiry at the Foreign Office elicits tho

French nn«t English Relations sirained. 

London, Aug. 2.—The Daily News edi¬ 
torially s*ys: “It would be p^lantry and 
folly to donv that our relations with France 
have been severely strained. France’s ex¬ 
tremely high-handed procedure, for which 
there is about as much justification as there 
was for the partition of Poland, could not 
be regarded without concern by Great Bri¬ 
tain. Much credit for tho fortunate out¬ 
come is duo to tho consummate diplomacy 
of Lord DufTorin, while Lord Rosebery bss 
certainly justified the confidence of the 
country.” _ 

CHOLERA. 

The Plague Increasing In Russia — Its 
I(nviig«>« lu Maples. 

St. Petkkhbuiwi, Aug. ,2.— Official re¬ 
turns show a marked increase in the ravages 
of cholera in ths parts of the empire w here 
the disease is epidemic. The figures show 
that from July 9 to July 22 there were in 
the Government of Podolia 11(35 cases and 
550 deaths, as against .499 cases and 122 
deaths during the week preceding. In the 
Government of Orel, from July If} to July 
22 there wcie 234 cases and 91 deanhs, as 
ugainst 14N cases and 52 deaths during the 
previous week. In tho Government of 
Toola there were 77 cases and 19 deaths 
from July 16 to July 22. In tho preced¬ 
ing week there were only 31 cases and 8 
deaths. In Moscow, from July 10 to July 
22, there were 72 cases and 21 deaths. The 
epidemic exists, though in less severe form, 
in the Government of Viatka, Kazan, 
Riazan, Oofa aruKSimbcersk. 

London, Aug. 2.—From Julyf^p to July 
2S there were 292 cholera cases registered 
in Naples and 157 deaths. The daily 
average wns 37 rases and 17 deaths. On 
July 22, 45 fresh cases aud 24 deaths were 
reported. The number of caBee has de¬ 
clined since then. 

Died of rhiilcra Noitrss. 

London, Aug. 2.— The family of the 
Sheriff of the village of Ewyk, in the Pro¬ 
vince of Gelderland, Holland, wee etricken 
with cholera nostrae yesterday. Otfe of the 
children died of the disease.

Paris Aug. 2.—The supplementary 
guarantees demanded by Franco from

in a note issued by M. Devclle yesterday 
and made public to day.

Paris, July .31.—The delay of Slam 5n 
accepting the ultimatum presented by tho 
French Minister resident at Bangkok has 
justified the Government of the Republic 
in imposing heavier conditions. Reing 
desirous, however, to give further proof 
of the sentiments of moderation to 
which she has been constantly actuated 
Franco will content hcrsolt us nn indis¬ 
pensable guarantee for the practical ex¬ 
ecution of of the clauses of tho ultimatum 
with occupying the river and port of 
Chantibun until the complete evacuation of 
the posts established by tho Siamese an the 
left bank of the Mekong river- Further for 
tho purpose of guaranteeing a continuance 
of the good relations happily re-established 
between Fiance and Siam and for prevent¬ 
ing a confliot in the regioa of Lako Toulo- 
sap, Siam will undertake to maintain no 
military forces in Bottambnng and Siom- 
reuf and the locality situated within a 
radius of 25 kilometres of the Mekong 
starting from the Cambodian frontier. Siam 
will only maintain llie police force nccos- 
sary to preserve order. Moreover, Siam 
will not maintain warships or armed boats 
on the waters of the gicat lake or tho Me¬ 
kong River.

BRAZILIAN INSURGENTS WIN. . 

Towns In Three Pmvlncn* Cnpturotl With 
llloixlnherl, 

London, Aug. 2.—A despatch from Bue¬ 
nos Ayres states that the revolution in the 
Provinces of Buenos Avres, San Luis and 
Santa Fe continues. Contrary to expecta¬ 
tions the insurgents have taken most of the 
towns in the provinces named, with little 
bloodshed. Much anxiety is felt as to the 
result of a confliot that has taken place at 
Laplata. Gen. Costa wus in command of a 
garrison of 2000 men at that place. The 
troops were well armed. Tho insurgent* 
who attacked the town numbered about 
-000. The city of Santa Fe is besieged and 
the insurgents have granted the Govern¬ 
ment two hours in which to surrender. It 
is reported many insurgents have been cap¬ 
tured at Laplata. 

Tim llnvoliillvn Purely Local. 

London, Aug. 2.—The Argentine Minis¬ 
ter in London has commuiiicuted to the 
press the following despatch from the Gov- 
eminent at Buenos Ayres, dated July .31: 

‘‘The revolutionary movements in the 
Provinces ot Buenos Ayres, Santa Fe and 
San Luis are entirely local. No voice of 
disloyalty against the national authorities 
has been raised in those provinces, or in 
any part of the republic whero peace pre¬ 
vails. The national authorities are await¬ 
ing the snnetion of Congress to bring their 
powerful and efficacious influences to bear 
to establish peace and constitutional order.

Th« Lul of the Men Who Assnulteri Mn, 
Sightler lays the Month Carolina Penalty, 

Columbia, 8.C., Aug. 2.— Handy Kaig- 
lar, the lost of tho three negroes who as¬ 
saulted Mrs. Sightler of Gaston, was taken 
from the Lexington Jail last night. He 
had been placed there several days ago by 
tha Gaston mob on an understanding with 
Sheriff Drafts that he should bo delivered 
whenever wanted. He was wanted about 
12 o’olock by a deputation of six men who 
went from (Won. The eherill kept hie 
word and delivered Kaigler to the men, 
who started immediately with him for Gas¬ 
ton, about 20 miles away. A crowd from 
Colombia went to Lexington and demanded 
the negro before the Gaston deputation ar¬ 
rived, nut ihe sheriff refused to turn him 
over to them. 

Kaigler reached Gaston in the morning 
about daylight. He was subjected to many 
tortures, but he steadily refused to confess 
his guilt. Notwithstanding this, his body 
was bared and Sightler, although ho had 
been nights without sleep, beat the negro 
unmercifully with a rawhide. Tho man’s 
cries could be heard for rods, but they 
seemed to make the crowd moro furioue. 
When Sightler became exhausted another 
man continued tho flogging for several 
minntes* Kaigler was finally taken under 
the tree where the bodies of Thompson and 
Preston were banging and a rope was 
thrown between them. 

Kaigler w&e still protesting his innocence 
when Lie rope was placed around his nee's. 
He was drawn up and let down repeatedly, 
and, when almost dead, Sightler fired « 
bul et which ended his life. His body was 
then suspended and the crowd shot at it. 
All three bodies hung on the same limb for 
several hour*. Then tho mob decided not 
to bura them. A trench was dug beneath 
them. Then the inob cut them down, 
shovelled a little dirt upon the hodi and 
disappeared.

WILL TRY ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES- 

Tlio Trolley to lla Used In tlnullng Trains 
In the Baltimore and Ohio Tunnel. 

Baltimore, Aug. 2.— The three electrio 
locomotives to haul trains through the new , 
Baltimore aud Ohio Railroad tunnel under , 
this city are completed aud will soon ho 
tested. They aic the most powerful ever 
constructed. This new locomotive is of 
1200 horsepower and will consist of threo 
separate trucks, coupled together to form 
i one motor. The woight on driving wheels 
I will be 100 tons, and there will be 12 driv¬ 
ers to each locomotive. Tho maximum 
weight of freight trains to ho haulud is 
1200 tons, which can be carried at a speed 
of 15 miles an hour. Maximum weight of 
passenger truin, 500 tuns; speed, 30 milea 
an hour. 

The officials of both the electric and tho 
railroad companies are satisfied that tho 
plan will be successful. The power station 
is nearly finished, and tho five generators 
will havo a capacity of 700 horsepower each 
at tiOO volts. The tunnel will bo illumin¬ 
ated by 4000 incandescent lights.

Reevo Carson spoko against tho motion 
saying the town could not afford the im¬ 
provement this year, The application 
should be referred to tho Finance Com- 
mitteo to report. 

Dep-roevo Symington said he was in 
favour of granolithic walks, but he wsb 
not prepared to support this motion at 
present. Thoro was nothing to gain by 
rushing on this motion but something 
might bo gained by delay, because these 
walks were cheapening all the time. lie 
moved that the prayer of the petition bo 
granted next year.
